VERSAILLES, June 20.—In the Assembly to- 
day, during the debate on the loan bill, Thiers 
made a statement of the financial condition of 
the country. He said the war cost France three 
milliards of francs. The deficit for the fisca 
year of 1870-’71 reacbed 1,631,000,000 francs, 
but ot this amount the Bank of France had 
advanced to the Government 1,330,000,000f., 
go that the immediate deficiency for the year 
was reduced to 301,000,000 franc:, but to this 
must be added 436,000 000 francs for expenses 
eince incurred in the suppression of the in- 
eurrection in Paris. This total deficit of 727,- 
000,000 francs Thiers proposed to meet by 
imposing new taxes. The situation, he said, 
was difficult but not disastrous. 

The Papai Jabilee at Rome. 

Lonpox, June 20 —A correspondence from 
Rome says that the Pope, on the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his pontificate, received depu- 
tations ‘from all countries, even from 
Poland. At least two thousand dele- 
gates and eight hundred ladies 

waited on him during the day. The 
Pope, in bis rephes to corgratulations of for- 
eign cepatations, said he hoped soon to bear 
the cross through the streets of Rome with- 
cultear of outrage To tbe French delegates 
he spoke feelingly of tue situation of France, 
and congratulated them on her “vic- 
tory over the powers of dark 
ness.

The Tichbornes are au old ard noble Eng- 
lish tamily, cocnected with some of the most 
noted bistorical names of Eogland.

“T am certaines Iam of my own exis‘ence, 
avd distinctiy and positively swear, tha’ the 
plaintiff ie mv first-born son, the issue of my 
marrisge with the said Sir James Francis 
Dovgbiy Tichborne, deceasea. His features, 
disposition and voice are unmistakanle, and 
must, in my judgment, be recog.ized by im- 
partial and uvprejudic d persons, who kuew 
bim before be left England, in the year 1853" 

Sir Roger ieid claim to the ancestral estates 
ard brought suit sgainst the present poss-es- 
or, Albert Ticbborne The defe:dants assert 
that it is not probable that of all those who 
sailed in the Bella from Kio the claimant 
ebould be the only one who ever rea: peared, 
and that be ebou!ld have married and settied 
in Austrajia without commupicating with his 
family, and that after so lorg a d-lay he 
sbouid nave retarced to elaim the csiate 

The defendant also asseris that the present 
claimant does not answer to the description 
of Sir Koger given in 1853. This man is 
broad, bulky, and bas dark, crisp bair, where- 
as bis military aseociates declare in their evi- 
dence that “his bair had no color; it was lank 
bair; it was not thin and scanty nor thick; it 
wat vot remarkable one way or the other. 

Avother discrepavcy is, that the Roger who 
weit away spoke Freccb better than he did 
English, but the Roger who bas now tursed 
up does .ot Know French at all. 

The claimant, as examiced by the § licitor 
General of Eogiand, commenced by givinz a 
minu'e description of his residence in Paris, 
in 1843, with bis father and mother, when be 
was but a mere boy.

ed at Liverpool on Christmas day, 1806 He 
met mavy old acquaintances ip bis ncighbor- 
hoed, some cf whom recognized him. At 
this time his mother was im Paris. As so .vn 
as be couid get funds he went to Paris, and 
was recognized by bis mother. She ex- 
pressed no doubt as to his identi'y, and al 
ways treated bim like a vou and he her'like a 
motber. Here the testimony ceased, but al- 
reacy enough has been given to show that he 
is very exp*rt in detatlivg events connected 
with his bistory wnhica woutd naturally be re- 
guired of one attemp'ing to prove his iden- 
tity. If he bas not aiready proved himself to 
be Sir Reger Tichborne, itis difficult to im- 
sgive how else be cou!d proceed. 

A very larze number of his military com- 
pivions, lady acquaintances and associates 
bave conversed with him, and so clearly has 
be substantiated his identity that they oue 
aud ull declare their belief that he is the ony- 
ins! Sir Roger Tickhborue whom they kuew ia 
1353 and the years precediug. The case is 
-tiil or, at the rest accounts from Englaud, 
the defense having not as yet brougat forward 
their evidence tO prove bim an impostor.

Can it weather the 
storms that may arise, and is it im a condi- 
tion to justify usin trusting to its shelter 
and safety? Agriculture is its toundation. 
Manufactures and the mechanic’s arts first, 
and then trade and commerce are the 
superstructure, all cemented together by 


the finances of the country, Is our found- 


ation in good condition? Is it able to 
meet the demands made upon it by the 
superstructure? What 1s its real condie 
tion? These considerations will be suffie 
cient for one outlook. 

Louisville is more deeply interested in 
the prosperity of the South than any other 
section of the country. What 1s the pros- 
pect in the South? In 1870, planters spent 
all they made in '69 in fertilizers, seed and 
supplies—and, failing to heed the admoni- 
tions of experience, risked their all on oae 
crop—cotton. The season was most au- 
spicious. An immense crop was the 
result, amounting to 4,200,000 bales, of 
about 450 pounds each. But they raised 
little or nothing else. They listened to the 
deceptive promises which selfish, or inex- 
perienced, or unsound, economists kept 
constantly dinning into their ears. “Hope 
told a flattering tale,” to which they gave 
only too good heed. The result of their 
labors was that at least onebalf of the 
crop was sold for less than actual 
cost, and the rest did not bring enough to 
make up the loss. When the time arrived 
for planting this year they hac no surplus 
with which to buy fertilizers, nor the 
wherewithal to purchase necessary sup< 
plies, for they had raised little or none 
themselves; consequently, the present crop 
was largely mortgaged to pay for actual 
necessaries. But they learned one valu» 
able lesson—to raise for themselves, so far 
as the conditions of soil and climate would 
permit, the supplies they were this year 
forced to buy. And now, what is the 
prospect in reference to the great crop? 
‘the breadth of land sown in cotton was 
reduced about fifteen per cent. The 
scason has been very unpropitious, and the 
expected crop will be still further reduced 
on tkataccount.

Wasurretor, June 22—Gen. N. B. Forrest 
is here to testify before the Kukluk Com- 
mittee, but, as the committee does not want 
him until Monday, he left for New York to- 
night. Gen. Forrest is a man about the 
average height, of light though wiry frame;

ly, but slowly, and seemingly studies in his 
mind the propriety of giving repl'es to in- 
terrogatories without proper reficction. He 
is neat in bis attire, andis just such a man 
as one would never think could be Gen, N. 
B. Forrest, of Confederate fame.

try, eapccialiy in the cause of the freediwen., 
He was also received by the King of Den- 
mark, aud at the Swedisa court. In the winter 
of 1868 he was invited to a grand reception 
at Dresden, aid was presented to the King 
and the Crown Princess.

There has becn po distinguishing featur: of 
the week. Trade has been moderately f2ir tn all 
branches of business. The receipts of tobacco 
bave been light, comparatively, no doubt owing 
to the fact that planters are busy harvesting, ana 
the sales have been light, as compared with last 
week, but at full prices. Cotton bas been un- 
steady, advancing in New York to 2ic, dropping 
back to 10%c, and advancing again, to close at 
20c. In sympathy with the established advance 
in the raw material, brown and bleached sheet- 
ings and priuts bave advanced an additional 
halfcent. Wool has advanced 2 to 5c for un- 
washed and washed, and the demand good.
